Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA

Claims 1-15,18-21,23,25-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Joshi. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1. 132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
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Joshi teaches an electrotransport device comprising two electrodes connected by a 
conductor (56) wherein one of the electrode is formed as an anode and the other formed as a 
cathode (38,50) and placing the system in the sub-stratum corneum tissue layer provides an 
electroconductive pathway to allow for the electrochemical generator of voltage (column 8, lines 
49-53, 57-61). The embodiment shown in Figure 15, can be implanted in the patient and is 
encased in a housing that allows for the transport of the beneficial agent (column 15, lines 46- 
49,56-58). The device may further include a semipermeable membrane (column 18, lines 32-33) 
in communication with the reservoir of the beneficial agent.
